The above-referenced nonprovisional application went abandoned on 
September 15, 2008 for failure to timely file a proper reply to the Office Letter mailed 
on March 14, 2008. This petition is in response to the Notice of Abandonment mailed 
on November 19, 2008. 

The abandonment of the above-referenced nonprovisional 
application and the entire delay, from the date of the abandonment to the filing 
of this Petition to Revive, was unavoidable. 

Applicants submit that on Wednesday, September 10, 2008, the office of 
Counsel for Applicant underwent mandatory emergency evacuation in preparation for 
Hurricane Ike.
